Council Holds Awarding Meeting One Defendant Acquitted 
In Death of Greenbelt Boy 


Nicholas Terrebrood, one of three defendants being 
tried on charges growing out of a fatal shooting incident 
last May in Greenbelt East, was acquitted today of the 
principal charge of first degree murder.

Mayor Antoinette Bram 
presented awards to city 


gtaff in recognition of their 
work on the City’s budget, 
awarded money to the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department to buy a new 
fire truck and authorized 
Greenman-Pedersen, Inc. to 
create a trails map at Coun- 
cil’s January 17 meeting. 
Council considered action re- 
garding Maryland Judges‘ 
tendency to award lenient 
sentences. In other actions, 
Council awarded direction to 
develop the dog park propo- 
sal and to draft a licensing 
ordinance for newspaper 
vending devices. Finally, 
Council awarded support to 
proposed public safety relat- 
ed state legislation. Also it 
was an awardingly short 
meeting. 


New Fire Truck 

Council voted to release $156,- 
400 to the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department for the purpose 
of buying a new fire pumper. 
The money comes from a re- 
serve created for the purchase 
of fire equipment. The new 
pumper will be a 1995 Quality 
custom pumper built on a Spart- 
an Gladiator chassis capable of 
pumping 1500 gallons per min- 
ute. It replaces Engine 352, a 
1977 model pumper. The new 
pumper, being built by Quality 
Manufacturing Inc. of Telladega, 
Alabama, should be delivered by 
April. Its total cost will be 
$288,650. The Department ex- 
pects Prince Georges County to 
make available $160,000 in 508 
Grant Funds with the amount 
initially to be borrowed and then 
repaid by the County. 


Council approved a Memorand- 
um of Understanding with the 
Fire Department to set aside the 
yield of a lc property tax levy 
for purchase of fire equipment if 


Report on GHI Meeting

Both Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) and the Greenbelt 
Development Corporation (GDC), a subsidiary of GHI, 
held board meetings on January 12. Both boards consist of 


the same persons. 


Topics of the GDC meeting included 


the need for new roofs on garages and the removal of 


underground oil tanks. 


The GHI Board dealt with a 


member issue as well as the news _that the attorney _who 
currently advises the cooperative is becoming associated 


with a different law firm.

A recent inspection of the roofs 
on the 52 GDC-owned garages 
on Parkway revealed an advanced 
state of deterioration although 
the roofs are only about 8 years 
old. Since it is a very big job, 
it was proposed to contract out 
the propect. Only two qualified 
bids were received and the GDC 
board voted to approve the pro- 
ject and accept a bid of $28,000 
from a Beltsville firm. 

A contract had been let to 
remove 2 underground oil stor- 
age tanks from the Parkway 
‘Apartments. While excavating. 
the firm discovered a third tank 
that the corporation was unaware 
of. All three tanks have been 
successfully removed. 


GHI 


Carole Levin, the new GHI 
board president, recused herself 
from discussion of her family’s 
request to install a wood burning 
stove in an addition, An excep- 
tion to the GHI rules was re- 
quested as they do not want to 
enclose the chimney pipe. After 
discussion, the exception was ap- 
proved with board member Wayne 
Wililams opposed. A member on 
Ridge Road also received appro- 
val to extend the time period of 
a sublease when the first lessee 
had to move out unexpectedly. 

Attorney Margie Corwin, who 
has been providing legal services 
to GHI through the firm of 


circumstances allow. The de- 
partment is not a part of the 
city government and is support- 
ed by Prince Georges County and 
donations. A city survey indicated 
that nine other municipalities 
contributed funds to local fire 
departments in the last fiscal 
year. 

Newspaper Vending Devices 

Council instructed the City So- 
licitor, Robert Manzi, to draft 
a licensing ordinance for news- 
paper vending devices. Manzi 
said the ordinance would apply 
only to residential areas. Coun- 
cil member Judith Davis ex- 
plained the purpose of the ord- 
inance was to enable the city to 
prevent the devices from being 
placed so as to pose a safety 
hazard or an impediment to 
movement. Council member Ed- 
ward Putens pointed out the 
irony in that people could not 
control the devices that dispense 
newspapers which are supposed 
to serve the people.

The verdict came suddenly on 
January 31 prior to the comple- 
tion of the trial. Circuit Court 
Judge Steven I. Platt granted 
a defense motion for acquittal of 
Terrebrood on several charges on 
the grounds that the evidence 
presented by the prosecution was 
insufficient to prove them. Ter- 
rebrood, 18, was acquitted of first 
degree murder, use of a hand- 
gun in the commisson of a crime 
of violence, and being an acces- 
sory before the fact to murder. 
Trial is continuing on the re- 
maining counts against him, ac- 
cessory after the fact to murder 
and transporting a handgun in 
a vehicle. 

Terrebrood had been accused 
of driving a group of primarily 
New Carrollton youths to and 
from the scene of a confronta- 
tion between two groups of Ele- 
anor Roosevelt High School stu- 
dents last May 13 that resulted 
in the fatal shooting of Carlton 
Francis “C.J.” Brown, IJ, 138, 
who lived nearby. 

His attorneys argued success- 
fully that testimony had failed 
to establish that Terrebrood knew 
that one of the passengers in the 
vehicle he was driving was carry- 
ing a handgun. They also argued 
that Terrebrood did not partici- 
pate in the fray and that witness 
testimony placed him too far 
away to be aware of what was 
taking place. Terrebrood did not 
testify. 

Fred Joseph, who led Terre- 
brood’s defense, said, “It’s cert- 
ainly gratifying that the judge 
agreed that no proof had been 
presented showing Nicholas 
Terrebrood’s guilt. I’m just sor- 
ry he didn’t drop all the charg- 
es,” 


The remaining charges, which 
may stil] be decided by the jury, 
have to do with whether Terre- 
brood was aware of the presence 
of the gun in the car while driv- 
ing away from the scene and 
whether he knew that a shooting 
had taken place. 

Terrebrood is being tried a- 
long with another defendant, 
Jarreau Newton, 17, who is ac- 
cused of firing the fatal shot 
that that killed Brown. The trial 
began on January 23 and has run 
longer than anticipated. It is 
expected to go to the jury this 
week. A separate trial of a third 
defendant, Rico Young, is _ be- 
ing delayed until the completion 
of this one. 

Still unresolved are a number 
of other charges on which a 
grand jury indicted Terrebrood 
last June. Those charges, which 
include conspiracy to murder, 
embody prosecution allegations 
that the May 13 incident was the 
result of a plan to harm a 
Greenbelt resident by some mem- 
bers of the New Carrollton 
group. That person also attended 
Roosevelt and identified himself 
at the trial as a member of a 
rival group composed of Green- 
belt youths. 

The judge granted a defense 
motion before trial to sever 
those charges from the ones on 
which Terrebrood is currently 
being tried. The prosecutor in 
the case, Sheila Robinson, de- 
clined comment on whether the 
state would try Terrebrood on 
those charges. Said Joseph, “I 
don’t expect there will be an- 
other trial due to the nature of 
the court’s decision here today. 
There is absolutely no evidence 
of conspiracy.” 





Council Reviews Hot Topic 
Of Parking Limits at Center

Parking restrictions and enforcement at Roosevelt 
Center were the hottest topics of discussion at the January 


23 regular meeting of the Greenbelt City Council. 


Council 


approved the staff’s recommendations to increase the time 
limits at most timed spaces, but did not approve a request 
by the owner of the auto repair shop to remove the re- 
strictions from one parking lane. The city will also improve 
signage and pavement markings. 


Upcoming Changes 

The specific changes are: all 
one-hour limits will be changed 
to two hours; several 30-minute 
spaces on Centerway near the 
beauty shop will be increased to 
one hour; the 30-minute spaces 
near the Co-op will be changed 
to one hour, and some motorcy- 
cle spaces will be added. The 
ten-minute spaces near the bank 
and most of the half-hour spaces 
on Centerway will retain their 


current restrictions. Signage and 
pavement markings will also be 
improved, and all lots will be 
posted ‘No Commuter Parking.” 

Director of Planning and Com- 
munity Development Celia Wilson 
state that staff surveys showed 
that there usually were spaces 
available in the center lots. How- 
ever, demand for the space 
moves during the day so that the 
available spaces may not be

Not for Exec 


Recycling in Greenbelt is one 
of the many things that makes 
our city great. Recently, there 
was a letter to the News Review 
commenting on an _ incident 
in which a County Executive 
staff member came to recycle un- 
used election flyers at the Green- 
belt Drop-Off Center. I want to 
comment on this situation and 
on our “sharing” recycling re- 
sources. 


It is wonderful that so many 
people are interested in recyc- 
ling, especially Mr. Curry and 
his staff! This interest begs the 
question of “why isn’t the 
County leading the way for ex- 


panded recycling instead of 
transferring the burden of re- 
cycling to the City of Green- 
belt?” The Greenbelt Drop-Off 
Center is funded with Greenbelt 
tax dollars and costs residents, 
at its current level of usage, ap- 
proximately $9,000/year to op- 
erate. It is not possible to receive 
materials from all the county 
residents and still contain costs. 
As Greenbelters, we need to hold 
out the Drop-Off Center as an 
example of a convenient, user- 
friendly and cost effective ad- 
junct to curbside recycling. Per- 
haps the County Executive should 
consider creating other drop-off 
centers located outside the land- 
fills that would be accessible to 
those recyclers who live outside 
Greenbelt. Furthermore, the 
County has the ability to create 
more recycling opportunities for 
its staff in the 46 County build- 
ings, in that the Drop-Off Cent- 
er should be for residents while 
businesses are responsible for 
creating and paying for their 
own recycling programs. 

Everyone wants to share, but 
to accept the County Executive's 
material for recycling is dis- 
couraging the County from fully 
assuming its own recycling re- 
sponsibilities.

Open Letter 


To City Council of Greenbelt 


We would like to make the 
following observations related to 
safety, logic and procedures: 

Stop signs at the library park- 
ing lot entrance/exit are not the 
right solution for an apparent 
difficulty making a safe exit from 
the parking lot. The real prob- 
lem seems to be difficulty exit- 
ing the library because of the 
presence of parked cars to the 
left of the exit. You solved that 
problem when you eliminated the 
three parking places. The plac- 
ing of stop signs was redundant, 
and possibly dangerous. 

Inserting a stop sign near the 
middle of the block with no real 
intersection present can be dan- 
gerous. The stop sign creates 
confusion because there is no 
logical reason to expect one; 
people run it; people unfamiliar 
with the area not expecting a stop 
might rear-end the car in front 
of them that does stop. In addi- 
tion, pedestrians may be falsely 
led to believe that there is an in- 
tersection and proceed to use 
the roadway as if it were an 
intersection. 

The library is open 54 hours a 
week. The stop sign is there for 
all 168 hours a week. If there is 
some logical justification for 
that, we have missed it. 

We are usually aware of 
what is going on in the city,but 
we sure missed this discussion! 
Was this a solution recommended 
by the police department? Do 
a majority of the people who 
park in the library lot really 
have serious trouble exiting? 
Or has this been an action taken 
for just a few vocal people? 


We have been reading about 
and heard about the “speed 
bump” issue for several months, 
but we did not hear any rumbles 
or discussions about a big prob- 
lem at the library parking lot. 
We cannot help but feel that this 
decision was not well thought out 
and not accomplished in keeping 
with the appropriately very pub- 
lic way this city’s-decisions are 
usually made.

Of course Belt Woods must be 
preserved as the ancient forest 
and rich bird habitat that it is. 
The Jaeger tract on the west side 
of Greenbelt Park must not be 
developed since the same detri- 
mental impact to the park would 
occur, even as is now happening 
to the park as the result of the 
clearing, grading and disturbance 
of the eight-acre site on Good 
Luck Road called ‘Parkcrest’, 
which destroyed a rich, though 
smaller, migratory bird habitat. 

Whereas it is not apparently 
legally possible to reverse the 
zoning decision made for this 
site by the previous council, it is 
legal for the developer to sell 
or abandon the project and he 
named a price which is nearly 
half of his initial estimate of his 
investment. Now there is a will- 
ing seller, the task now is to find 
willing buyer or buyers who will 
turn this acreage into publicly 
owned greenspace fit for the 
birds and the deer frequently seen 
there. 

Since the federal government 
cannot pass legislation fast 
enough to save the Good Luck 
Road site, and since the county 
shows a deficit, it is hoped that 
some of the surplus the state 
has may be used to preserve this 
Good Luck Road site for the pub- 
lic and the Belt Woods too 
should be saved.

Manzi mentioned that historic 
areas, more so than other areas, 
ean control the location and ap- 
pearance of newspaper vending 
devices. He suggested regula- 
tions that would limit the num- 
ber at each location and their 
placement with respect to bus 
stops, sidewalks, intersections, 
crosswalks and fire hydrants. In 
addition, Manzi suggested that 
the vending device operator be 
required to have a city license 
and liabilty insurance. 

Judicial Rulings 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
presented a report to council ex- 
pressing his dismay over light 
sentences that Maryland Judges 
have been handing down, speci- 
fically mentioning the recent 
sentencing of Desom Spriggs 
Harris for the murder of Hakim 
Aziz Drake on Morrison Drive 
last July. Harris could have been 
given a 25 year prison term, but 
was sentenced to only 10 years. 
(City Solicitor Robert Manzi sug- 
gested that the shorter sentence 
may be due to psychiatric reas- 
ons.) In addition, Hobbs brought 
to council’s attention a recent 
Washington Post story which 
said that Maryland judges were 
issuing more lenient sentences 
compared to eight years ago. 
Hobbs said council should act on 
this issue because of the city’s 
charge to protect its citi- 
zens. Council agreed to consider 
actions at its “Take Back Our 
Streets” work session (January 


26) and at the next 4-Cities 
meeting (January 19). 
Dog Park 

Council directed city staff to 
prepare site plans and cost esti- 
mates for possible locations for 
a dog park within Greenbelt. 
Sites identified as locations for 
a dog park are in Schrom Hills 
Park and off of Hanover Drive. 
A public work session will be 
held to consider the dog park 
proposal after staff has com- 
pleted its task. 

Pedestrian and Bicycle 
Trail Maps 

Council approved funding for 
the creation of the base map to 
a trails map, which will desig- 
nate both pedestrian and bicycle 
routes, of Greenbelt. The pro- 
ject will be completed by Green- 
man-Pederson, Inc. and funded 
through the Planning Depart- 
ment’s operating budget and 
Bicycle Accessibility Improve- 
ments money. The cost is esti- 
mated to be $3,950. The actual 
map, according to Hobbs, will 
not be printed until after coun- 
cil has approved the Trails Mast- 
er Plan, On the subject of trails, 
council member Roberts noted 
that, using the trails in Parcels 
1 and 2, it was about 2.5 miles 
between Gardenway and Re- 
search Road. 

State Legislation 

Council sent its support to 
Senator Leo Green of two pro- 
posed State Bills. The first bill 
allows the seizure and forfeiture 
of vehicles associated with the 
unlawful possession or use of a 
firearm.

where they are needed giving the 
perception of no spaces being 
available. Also, she said, the 
current restrictions apparently do 
not allow enough time for peo- 
ple to complete their errands. 
As a result, many of the timed 
spaces are generally empty, while 
the unrestricted parking is nearly 
full. 


Exemption for Handicapped 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
pointed out one fact of which 
many holders of handicapped 
parking permits appeared una- 
ware. Parking enforcement Offi- 
cer Michael Jeffries confirmed 
Putens’ statement that in Mary- 
land time restrictions do not 
apply to vehicles with handicap- 
ped tags or placards, except for 
parking meters (where double 
time is permitted). 


Unresolved Issues 


Several major issues were left 
unresolved. A worksession is 
planned with Postmaster Hyater, 
as the postmaster has complained 
that the lack of a fenced area 
for postal vehicles has left them 
subject to vandalism. In addi- 
tion, loading times for the trucks 
are increased when they cannot 
park close to the facility. Hyater 
has noted that the post office 
has outgrown its facility and is 
actively seeking a new location. 
Other speakers, however, com- 
plained of the amount of parking 
taken up by postal vehicles. 

Also left unresolved was the 
problem of long-term parking 
in the lots. Some of this, Wilson 
feels, is commuter parking, cars 
left all day in the lots while their 
owners car-pouol to work. Some 
relates to the residents of the 
Parkway apartments. The feder- 
al government’s deed of the lot 


to the city gave the owners of 
two parcels on Parkway guar- 
anteed access to the lot. How- 
ever, some of the vehicles parked 
long-term in the lots are aban-

doned or inoperative. The city is 
beginning enforcement actions to 
get rid of these. The feasibility 
of requiring permits for long- 
term parking is under study by 
city staff. 
Auto & Truck Repair 

The final unresolved issue was 
how to balance the neeeds of 
Greenbelt Auto and Truck Repair 
with those of the other merchants 
in the center. Joe Aulisio, owner 
of that business, complained that 
he has already had to pay nearly 
$700 in parking tickets on cus- 
tomers’ cars and that his staff 
is having to spend their time 
moving cars around to avoid tick- 
ets. He asked that the lane of 
parking nearest his shop (with 
the utility pole placed in the 
middle of one of the snaces) be 
changed to allow unlimited park- 
ing. ° 

Although the city report on 
Roosevelt Center parking said the 
auto repair shop had 14 spaces, 
many of those are used by the 
Step Club patrons and staff, ac- 
eording to Aulisio. He sugges- 
ted changing the row in question 
to 12 or 24-hour parking. Addi- 
tional problems are likely this 
spring, he said, when he starts 
repairing county fire trucks. 

Bob Davis, representing Green- 
belt Consumer Cooperative, al- 
though recognizing Aulisio’s con- 
eerns, stated that the time re- 
strictions are creating the turn- 
over needed to provide adequate 
convenient parking to most cus- 
tomers. He argued that removing 
the restrictions as requested by 
Aulisio would be “a disservice” 
to most center merchants. 

No Warnings 

Mayor Antoinette Bram chal- 
lenged parking enforcement offi- 
cer Michael] Jeffries, asking why 
no warnings were given. City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs interrup- 
ted, stating that the decision 
was his. He had received many 
complaints over lack of enforce- 
ment and inadequate parking at 
the center since becoming city 
manager, he said. Before issuing

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SHL Afterschool Programs 
Provide for Latchkey Kids

Linda Sherwood has seen a lot of change in her five 
years as principal at Springhill Lake Elementary Schoo! 


(SLES). 


Faced with a growing student population and 


crowded classrooms, Sherwood must not only worry about 
what her students do during the school day, but more im- 
portantly, what they do after school. 


According to Sherwood, about 
one-third of the approximately 
350 students who walk to SLES 
return to unsupervised homes af- 
ter school, leading many of them 
to hang out at local shopping 
plazas or the threatening streets. 
Since September, though, school 
and community officials have gi- 
ven SLES parents an option to 
combat the problem of latchkey 
kids, 

Two Different Programs 

The Springhill Lake Before and 
After School Care Program and 
the After Schoo] Latchkey Pro- 
gram are two different options, 
each with its own staff members. 
The Before and After program, 
for which parents pay a weekly 
fee, operates from 7 to 8 a.m. 
and from 2 to 6 p.m. on school 
days. Coordinator Virginia Wal- 
ker and her three assistants pro- 
vide snacks and plan activities 
such as writing a newsletter or 
playing Monopoly. 

The Latchkey Program, on the 
other hand, is funded by grants 
from Gov. Schaefer. the County 
Executive, and the Prince Geor- 
ges Health Department. SLES, 
Morningside Elementary in Suit- 
land and Lynden Hill Elementary 
in Capitol] Heights share a 
$100,000 annual grant. 

‘Latrey L, Washington, director 
of Let’s Make a Change, spon- 
sor of the Latchkey program, 
said he was very pleased with 
the progress at SLES. “The 
principal, staff and all the 
way to the custodian are very 
supportive at Springhill Lake. 
It makes a difference in the class- 
room.” 

The Latchkey program imposes 
a cap of 25 students. As of 
last week. SLES had 11 students. 
The program costs a minimal fee 
per child each week but requires 
parents to volunteer four hours 
per child a month. Initially, ma- 
ny parents placed their children

in the Latehkey program, but 
when they found out they had 
to volunteer, many switched to 
to the other program. 

Summer Troubles 

Principal Sherwood said she 
anticipates summer recess as e@ 
problem for the kids who rely on 
on the programs. “When schoo! 
is out, they’re running the streets 
and that’s what’s going to hap- 
pen this summer,” she said. 

Latehkey coordinator Linda 
Musgrove, who said she has be- 
come very close to the 11 chil- 
dren at SLES, also expressed 
concern about the summer. “I am 
in the process of looking for a 
place where I can keep these 
children off of the streets,” she 
said, “I would like to do some- 
thing for them for the three 
months they’re going to be out 
of school, which can be a very 
dangerous time because there’s 
still not going to be anyone 
home.” 

Left Out 

Whereas both after school pro- 
grams have been popular for stu- 
dents from kindergarten through 
the fourth grade, they have not 
attracted many fifth and sixth 
graders. Sherwood stated, “The 
parents just will not pay that 
kind of money if they think that 
by 10 11, 12 their kids are old 
enough to stay home alone so 
they have their little kids in the 
program and send the big kids 
to pick them up.” 

Walker, who has five fifth and 
sixth graders in her program of 
35, agreed that economics plays 
a huge role with the parents. 
“We had a few 5th-6th graders 
and it’s sad because a couple of 
them have had to drop out when 
parents couldn’t pay. Every 
morning when the kids are let in, 
there’s several older boys who 
come by and say they want to be 
in my program. They're looking 
for something to do.”

Greenbelt Rd. and Edmonston 
Rd. around 12:30 a.m. on Fri- 
day, Jan. 20, an officer stopped 
a vehicle for a registration vio- 
lation and found that the regis- 
tration plate ‘had been reported 
stolen. As a result, a 23-year-old 
resident woman was arrested and 
charged with theft.
